The  property  listed  in  this  catalogue  will  be  offered  and  sold  subject  to  the  following 
terms  and  conditions: 

1.  The  word  "Company",  wherever  used  in  these  Conditions  of  Sale,  means  the 
American  Art  Association-Anderson  Galleries,  Inc. 

2.  The  Company  has  exercised  reasonable  care  to  catalogue  and  describe  correctly 
the  property  to  be  sold,  but  it  does  not  warrant  the  correctness  of  description, 
genuineness,  authenticity  or  condition  of  said  property. 

3.  Unless  otherwise  announced  by  the  auctioneer  at  the  time  of  sale,  all  bids  are  to 
be  for  a  single  article  even  though  more  than  one  article  is  included  under  a  num- 
bered item  in  the  catalogue.  If,  however,  the  articles  under  any  one  numbered 
item  are  designated  as  a  "Lot"  then  bids  are  to  be  for  the  lot  irrespective  of  the 
number  of  articles  described  in  such  item. 

4.  The  highest  bidder  accepted  by  the  auctioneer  shall  be  the  buyer.  In  the  event 
of  any  dispute  between  bidders,  the  auctioneer  may,  in  his  discretion,  determine 
who  is  the  successful  bidder,  and  his  decision  shall  be  final;  or  the  auctioneer  may 
reoffer  and  resell  the  article  in  dispute. 

5.  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with  the  value  of  the  artiqle  offered,  or  which 
is  merely  a  nominal  or  fractional  advance  over  the  previous  bid,  may  be  rejected 
by  the  auctioneer,  in  his  discretion,  if  in  his  judgment  such  bid  would  be  likely 
to  affect  the  sale  injuriously.

If  the  purchase 
price  has  not  been  so  paid  in  full,  the  Company  may  either  cancel  the  sale,  and  an 
partial  payment  already  made  shall  thereupon  be  forfeited  as  liquidated  damage1 
or  it  may  resell  the  same,  without  notice  to  the  buyer  and  for  his  account  and  risk;

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FOREWORD 
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RS  MILES  WHITE  JR'S  collection  is  widely  known,  for  it  has 
furnished  material  for  exhibitions  in  museums  and  other  educational 
institutions,  principally  the  Baltimore  Museum,  Cooper  Union,  and 


the  Van  Cortlandt  Park  Museum.  All  of  the  objects  described  in  this  catalogue 
have  been  on  exhibition  at  one  time  or  another  in  the  Baltimore  Museum. 


Pre-eminent  is  the  silver  by  American  silversmiths  of  the  seventeenth, 
eighteenth,  and  early  nineteenth  centuries.  A  roster  of  the  names  of  the  crafts- 
men represented  might  easily  be  mistaken  for  a  lexicon  of  all  the  notable  silver- 
smiths working  in  the  American  Colonies.  The  following  are  a  few  of  the 
many  named  in  this  catalogue:  John  Coney,  John  Potwine,  John  Edwards, 
George  Hanners,  William  Cowell,  John  Burt,  and  the  Reveres  (father  and 
son),  of  Boston;  George  Fielding,  Christopher  Robert,  Joseph  Newkirk,  and 
John  Brevoort,  of  New  York;  Philip  Syng,  Peter  David,  and  John  Lyng, 
of  Philadelphia.  A  summary  of  the  silver  comprises  seven  tankards,  twelve 
porringers,  eight  mugs,  or  cans,  three  dredgers,  fifty-five  rat-tail,  shell-bowl, 
and  'bright-cut'  spoons,  and  an  assortment  of  other  articles.  An  object  of  the 
greatest  historical  importance  is  the  flat-top  tankard  [Number  468]  by 
Christopher  Robert  of  New  York.  The  owner  informs  us  that  the  tankard 
was  once  owned  by  George  Washington,  who  gave  it  to  his  friend  Dr  Elisha 
Cullen  Dick;  this  physician,  it  will  be  remembered,  attended  Washington 
during  his  final  illness  and  was  present  at  his  deathbed.  Another  tankard,  the 
Benjamin  Burt  example  [Number  462]  will  particularly  interest  those  who 
revere  America's  senior  university.  It  was  given  in  1769  by  a  number  of 
Harvard  College  students  to  Timothy  Hilliard,  a  Harvard  professor,  in  grate- 
ful memory  of  two  years  under  his  tutelage;  an  inscription  in  Latin  on  the 
tankard  records  the  gift.  Another  historical  piece,  the  cream  pitcher  [Num- 
ber 443]  by  J.  Adams,  was  originally  owned  by  Thomas  Jefferson.  It  is 
engraved  with  the  seal  of  the  United  States,  and  the  position  of  the  eagle  in 
the  seal  is  said  to  indicate  Vice-Presidential  ownership.  The  importance  of 
this  silver  will  be  understood  when  we  say  that  the  only  comparable  offering  of

its  kind  to  appear  at  auction  in  New  York  was  the  American  silver  in  the 
Francis  P.  Garvan  sale  held  at  these  Galleries  in  1931. 

EARLY  AMERICAN,  ENGLISH,  AND  IRISH  GLASS 

The  extensive  group  of  glass  objects  in  the  collection  comprises  American 
glass  of  the  eighteenth  and  nineteenth  centuries,  also  English  and  Irish  glass  of 
the  same  periods.  In  the  American  category  is  a  choice  array  of  Stiegel-type 
etched  and  paneled  flips,  decanters,  and  pitchers,  others  in  the  three-mold 
technique,  and  an  assortment  of  pieces  in  blue,  amethyst,  and  green  from  the 
glassmaking  districts  of  South  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  and  Ohio.  Regarding 
attributions,  the  approach  to  a  study  of  American  glass  is  beset  with  pitfalls 
for  the  unwary.  That  safety  is  to  be  found  in  generalities  is  a  fact  widely 
recognized  today.  Therefore,  the  method  adopted  in  this  catalogue  has  been 
to  attribute  to  periods  rather  than  to  localities. 

The  English  and  Irish  glass,  of  which  there  is  a  considerable  quantity, 
comes  from  the  Waterford,  Dublin,  and  Cork  glass  factories,  also  from  Bristol 
and  Nailsea.  More  precise  information  is  available  concerning  the  productions 
of  these  localities,  but,  here  again,  overemphasis  on  the  importance  of  locality 
is  dangerous.  The  principal  glass  factories  in  Ireland  were  begun  by  English- 
men and  employed  English  hands  to  a  large  extent.  Often  these  men  were 
emigrants  from  English  glassmaking  districts,  and  it  naturally  followed  that 
the  technique  employed  would  be  in  no  wise  dissimilar  from  that  in  practice 
at  home.  America  imported  an  enormous  quantity  of  English  and  Irish  glass 
during  the  period  circa  1780  to  1830.  The  great  popularity  of  this  glass  is 
evidenced  by  the  American  blown  three-mold  glass  which  is  patently  an  at- 
tempt at  imitation.  When  forming  her  collection,  Mrs  White  was  fortunate 
in  having  the  advice  of  Dr  Edwin  A.  Barber,  a  well-recognized  authority,  to 
whom  we  are  indebted  for  his  excellent  treatise  on  the  subject. 

ENGLISH  PORCELAIN  AND  POTTERY 

In  surveying  the  third  principal  category  into  which  the  collection  is 
divided,  we  find  a  number  of  pieces  of  the  rare  Whieldon  tortoise-shell,  agate, 
and  variegated  ware  and  the  much  sought-for  Staffordshire  salt-glaze  ware, 
the  latter  decorated  in  colored  enamels.  These  tiny  teapots  and  other  articles 
typify  the  highest  achievement  of  that  branch  of  English  ceramics  which  cannot 
properly  be  termed  porcelain.  The  sophisticated  productions  of  the  porcelain- 


making  centres,  namely  Staffordshire,  Worcester,  and  Swansea,  are  represented 
by  some  fine  vases  and  table  services,  handsomely  painted  and  otherwise 
decorated.  By  virtue  of  their  association  with  American  maritime  history,  the 
group  of  pitchers  and  bowls  in  Liverpool  and  Leeds  transfer-printed  queen's 
ware  are  fitting  accessories  in  any  collection  of  Americana.  The  same  might  be 
said  for  the  beautiful  pitchers  and  other  articles  in  silver,  gold,  purple,  and  rose 
lustre  made  at  Sunderland,  Bristol,  and  Burslem.  Long  sojourn  in  America 
has  been  the  lot  of  many  of  these  pieces,  which  entitles  them  to  a  special  claim 
to  our  affection. 

A  great  number  of  objects  of  diverse  character  are  also  included  and  com- 
prise Oriental  Lowestoft  and  blue  and  white  porcelain,  American  pottery, 
painted  enamel  mirror  knobs  and  patch  boxes  generically  termed  'Battersea', 
needlework  samplers,  chintzes  and  dressed  dolls,  patchwork  and  'candlewick' 
coverlets.  A  group  of  furniture  includes  a  desirable  set  of  Hepplewhite  chairs 
attributed  to  Baltimore  and  which,  we  are  informed,  were  formerly  in 
Harwood  House,  Annapolis,  Md.
